Holy Nudges 


In recent weeks, we have been learning about the document 
“Disciples Called to Witness: The New Evangelization.” Recently, Theresa 
Hammerquist shared how OLBH is actively implementing ways to build 
connections in our church community through hospitality, adult education, 
the Saint Video Series project and the call for our parishioners to share 
witness stories. The very word, “Evangelize” can bring to mind a figure of 
a preacher waving a well worn bible or the image of St. John the Baptist in 
his leather belted camel skin tunic -- both men with booming voices of 
conviction. How can I, as a lay person, find a way to fit comfortably into this 
call to be a witness? 

The word evangelize has a simple meaning: to tell the Good News. 
In other words, to communicate the beauty of Christ’s love. We are called 
to be bold, to grow in holiness, and to be a light for others. In sharing faith, 
there is a much gentler way than St. John’s approach. In this time of “The 
New Evangelization,” there are jobs for everyone if we learn to recognize 
them. 

Be on the lookout for opportunities that are masked as “holy 
nudges.” A holy nudge is a time when we feel drawn to advocate for 
someone’s needs. When we listen to those little calls with a heart of 
compassion and move into action, we are doing God’s work. Lighting these 
little candles will in turn light our own faith journey. Consider increasing 
your intentional discipleship with these suggestions: 

• Add items to the food pantry box at the back of the church. If you 
have children, share with them why we are called to look after 
others. 

• Bring warm mittens or hats for the Pine Ridge school dorm project. 
Learn about the many opportunities in our community to reach out 
in the name of Social Justice. 

• Help in the nursery occasionally so weary parents can fully 
participate in Mass. 

• Pray for others. Our priests, deacons and children need constant 
prayer. If you tell someone “I will pray for you” hold yourself 
accountable. 

• Invite someone back to the church by encouraging them to attend 
Mass with you. 

• Make a commitment to place yourself in front of the tabernacle 
during the week for some quiet trusting moments with God. 

• Read the bulletin. Look for anything that for you could be a 
possible “nudge.”

Freshly baked unleavened bread at Eucharist 

The official Church guidelines for Mass states: “The 
bread for celebrating the Eucharist must be made only 
from wheat, must be recently baked, and according to 
the ancient tradition, must be unleavened. The meaning 
of the sign demands that . . . [it] truly have the 
appearance of food” (General Instruction for the Roman 
Missal, 320). In keeping with this directive, our parish 
uses freshly baked unleavened bread made only from 
wheat.
